Pro Pay 
Plan to 
Defense 


WASHINGTON—It was up to 
the Defense Department this week 
to approve or reject Army plans 
on how, when and to whom to give 
Proficiency Pay. 

Army officials said that until the 
Defense Department acts on their 
proposal (and that of the other 
services), it could not release de- 
tails. 

Officials; however, gave a gen- 
eral indication of how the Profi- 
ciency Pay would work, if it is giv- 
en the Defense go-ahead. But con- 
flicting reports were being re- 
ceived from various sources about 
the future -of Proficiency: Pay 
(called PPA by those who work 
with it). 

It is not a well kept secret that 
both the Army and Air Force are 
unhappy about giving PPA under 
the present seven-pay-grade enlist- 
ed structure. Since the nine-pay- 
grade structure is being asked for 
in the proposed pay raise bill now 
being prepared, some officials in- 
dicated that it was possible that

WASHINGTON. — For- 
mal legislation to increase 
pay either by six percent for 
all with more than two years 
service or by coming under 
the Cordiner pay scale could 
be ready for Congress when 
it reconvenes on January 7. 

Drafts of the proposed bill are 
already circulating for -staff com- 
ment. 

Officals said that there are many 
aspects of the bill that will be 
“tricky”. This applies particularly 
to the retired pay provisions. 

They aiso explained the way in 
which officers’ pay will convert in 
four steps from the present level 
to the Cordiner seale. 

_ Considerable opposition is devel- 
oping to the retirement provision, 
which would give retired pay on 
the basis of a percentage of the 
active duty pay being drawn at the 
time of retirement, instead of keep- 
ing retired pay tied to active dut 
pay for a specific grade and length 
of active service. 

Because of this, some will be 
hurt, officials admit. Men who re- 
tire the day before the effective 
date of the new pay scale will not 
benefit, except for the six percent 
increase. Officers who retire before 
completing four years service after 
the effective date of the bill will 
also get only a percentage of the 
amount being received, and not on 
the total pay they’d get under 
Cordiner if they completed more 
than four year’s service. 

For officers, the conversion from 
the,present pay system to Cordine: 
will be in steps. Each year, an of- 
ficer will receive a flat monthly pay 
increase. This will continue until 
four years have passed or until he 
has réached his proper pay level 
under Cordiner, whichever comes 
earlier. 

At the beginning of the fifth 
year after the bill becomes law 
(assuming that it does), a final in- 


crease to bring pay up to the Cor 
diner level will be given.

WASHINGTON.—America’s sol- 
diers now are “fine ambassadors 
wherever they go,” and are actual- 
ly more religious than civilians, 
the Army Chief of Chaplains said 
here last week.

Transmission of Voice 


FORT HUACHUCA, Ariz. — 
Over the same territory where 
Apaches used to signal the ap- 


proach of wagon trains, and where 
U.S. Cavalry patrols “wig-wagged” 
reports back to Fort Huachuca in 
the late 70s and 80s, new wonders 
are being wrought in this old, but 
yet surprisingly new business of 
“visual communications.”

GI's Homemade Exerciser 
improves Knee Treatment 


GOVERNORS ISLAND, N.Y.— 
SP2 Raymond L. Johnson, enlisted 
physiotherapy technician at U.S. 
Army Hospital, Fort Jay, has devel- 
oped for use in the P.T. clinic at the 
hespital a knee exercising device 
for the treatment and strengthen- 
ing of knees damaged or atrophied 
through illness, injury, accident, or 
surgery. 

According to his chief, Capt. 
Frances J. Johnson, the hospital’s 
physical therapist, “The equipment 
previously used in giving resistive 
exercises (to knee muscles) did 
not permit a selective range or a 
ehoice of level at which the re- 
sistance could be applied. Specialist 
Johnson’s apparatus permits the 
resistance to be applied at any de- 
sired level, as, for example, above 
the fracture site.” 


Early this year, Capt. Dorothy M. 
Ellison, predecessor in Capt. John- 
son’s assignment, showed SP2 John- 
son (no relation to the captain) a 
professional journal in which an 
advertisement for equipment of 
the N-K Products Co. of Santa 
Cruz, Calif., offered to hospitals a 
knee exerciser which seemed to 
Capt. Ellison superior to the ap- 
paratus then being used by the 
Fort Jay hospital. 

There was a very small picture 
of the device in the ad—too small 
to reveal details of its mechanism. 
But Johnson proceeded to develop 
his own ideas of how such an ap- 
paratus should be put together. 

After many patient months of 
experimentation, on his own time 
and using only scrap, Johnson pro- 
duced his highly successful device 
at no cost to the government.

highly effective in treatment of 
several patients suffering knee 
damage, winning Johnson high 


praise from the hospital command- 
er, Lt. Col. Martin Putnoi, and 
from other hospital superiors. 

Its chief superiority is its ability 
to exercise both the frontal and 





posterior thigh muscle, enabling a 
more complete restoration of dam- 
aged knees, The older device, ex- 
ercised only the frontal muscle. 

Its ability to apply resistive pres- 
sure at any point on the leg, from 
the ankle to just below the knee, 
is another distinct advantage not 
offered by former equipment. Thus 
the operator can help the patient 
as fits his individaul need, and by 
means of an indicator built into the 
device, the patient can watch his 
own progress in recovery of knee 
use. 

. * * 

THE OLD DEVICE consisted of 
a weighted “boot” into which the 
patient’s foot had to be strapped. It 
likewise required unstrapping after 
treatment to free the patient. 

Johnson’s gadget has no boot, no 
Straps. The patient may wear his 
own shoe or slipper, or use the de- 
vice barefoot. Further, even a pa- 
tient with a swollen foot can use 
the machine without difficulty. He 
can commence using it the moment 
he sits on the table. He can walk 
away from it the moment the treat- 
ment is over. 

SP2 Johnson has been in. the 
Army nine years, and in his spe- 
cialized duties is a product of on- 
the-job training only. He lives on 
post with his wife, Liselotte, and 
three children.

Transporta- 
tion Chief Maj. Gen. Paul F. Yount 
said recently that the object is not 
simply to replace conventional ve- 
hicles, but to use the new, highly 
maneuverable aircraft where they 
clearly can. do a more effective 
job. 

Gen. Yount revealed that some 
of the experimental models may 
take the form of convertiplanes 
or fixed wing aircraft able to take 
off vertically or from short fields. 
The Army supports the develop- 
meni of two types of promising 
convertiplanes, one already com- 
pleted. 

Contracts totalling $1,700,000 
have been awarded to develop an 
“aerojeep” able to travel on 
ground or through the air. The 
vehicle would not need expensive 
and vulnerable landing strips re- 
quired by airplanes. 

Ultimately, the Transportation 
Corps hopes to produce a general 
utility vehicle which can travel up 
to 50 miles an hour, stay in the 
air for several hours, and carry 
up to 1000 pounds. If successful, 
an “aerotruck” may be introduced 
with the air-ground jeep.

AS EMPHASIS on mobility has 
lessened the value of fixed bases, 
it is expected that water-based 
aircraft will be assigned a more 
important rele in tomorrow’s lo- 
gistical picture. Larger seaplanes, 
powered by nuclear reactors and

Experiments are underway on 
expanded use of air carriers as 
routine peacetime means of mov- 
ing critical, expensive items like 
electronic gear, surgical instru- 
ments, and critical spare parts. 

Project MASS (modern Army 
supply system) was started on a 
test basis in the Seventh Army in 
Germany after studies showed that 
15 percent of the spare parts in 
the catalogues could keep 85 per- 
cent of the major items of equip- 
ment in operation. MASS is aimed 
at cutting the stocks.of spare parts 
in the field down to this 15 percent,

Girard Gets - 
Suspended 
23-Yr. Term 


TOKYO. — American and Jap- 
anese officials appeared to be sat- 
isfied this week over the outcome 
of the celebrated Girard case. 


The Japanese generally were 
pleased because their own court 
tried SP3 William Girard and con- 
victed him of killing a Japanese 
woman scrap collector. And 
Americans generally were satis- 
fied that Girard received a three- 
year suspended sentence. 

The three-judge court found 
him guilty of killing 46-year-old 
Mrs. Naka Sakai on a “childish 
whim.” When sentence was pro- 
nounced, Girard was visibly nerv- 
ous, His hands shook as the sen- 
tence was translated, but his ex- 
pression was one of relief when 
he learned of the suspension of 
his term. 

The case was the center of an 
international controversy, with 
some Congressmen calling for an 
end to the Status of Forces Agree- 
ments, under which the Japanese 
assumed sovereignty in the case. 

It is expected that Girard will 
be heading for his Ottawa, Ill, 
home around the first of the year. 
He was scheduled for rotation 
last spring, but was held in Japan 
for trial. He is to be separated 
from the Army on Jan, 27. 

Girard went to trial after ap- 
pealing all the way to the US. 
Supreme Court. But the Supreme 
Court ruled last July 11 that there 
was no constitutional reason why 
Girard shouldn’t face a Japanese 
judge. One of the big issues was 
whether Girard was performing 
his duty when he allegedly en- 
ticed the woman shell picker closer 
to him, and then shot her.

® EDITORIALS 
Manpower Waste 


We fear the Army is not on firm ground 
in “categorically” denying that there is 
waste of scientific and professional man- 
power within its ranks, in the “majority” of 
cases brought to its attention. Depends what 
is meant, of course, by “majority”—which 
could label anything from 51 percent to 99 
percent of the whole. That is quite a stretch 
of figures, as two men could tell you who 
were hanging by their thumbs for, respec- 
tively, 51 and 99 percent of an hour. 

But we assume that the Army, in making 
the statement, was not trying to be ambig- 
uous but was, instead, making a sincere re- 
sponse to Rep. Albert W. Cretella of Con- 
necticut. The congressman wanted to know 
why a soldier at Aberdeen Proving Ground, 
Md.,'who had a degree in mathematics, a 
master’s in business administration, a law 
degree, and work toward a master’s in sta- 
tistics, was spending his time as a fireman 
stoking furnacés, 

The Adjutant General said he would find 
out why this was so, meanwhile remarking 
that occasional instances of this sort were 
bound to crop up but were adequately 
checked by periodic inspections and briefings 
of commanders. That may be true—though 
we think many of our readers will agree 
that it’s a rare commander who takes a 
look at the form sheet when he needs a PFC 
to crop a lawn. 

What did seem a bit wider of the mark 
was the comment that “the monetary and 
personnel ceilings under which the Army 
must operate” were the reasons why many 
enlisted people trained in science were con- 
stantly hindered—even after they had been 
Jucky enough to be placed in skilled jobs by 
the Army—by the necessity to pull KP, 
guard duty, butt fatigue and rock white- 
washing. 

Now, it is just gobbledegook to blame 
all of that on any kind of ceiling, including 
the one some sensitive souls hit on seeing 
the phrase in print. Translating briskly, 
they came up with: “This is the way it 
has to be done, because it’s always been done 
this way.” 





To our mind, it’s a little late in the geo- 
physical year to be sticking with the status 
quo. The Army is now engaged in weeding 
from its ranks thousands of good soldiers 
who, though lacking in intellectual attain- 
ment, have performed well in combat and 
in routine garrison duties. This is being 
done on the ground that, becoming techno- 
logically more complex, the Army must raise 
its general level of intelligence. 

This appears to make sense. But if a 
by-product of this improvement is to pro- 
cure the Army large numbers of pearl-divers 
who can quote Euclid, then it represents at 
least a partial waste. The whole point in 
getting these men is to use them in work 
they are best fitted to do. 

In continuing the present practice, the 
Army also appears to be running counter to 
another of its manpower-saving programs, 
That is the one, recently put into effect, 
which henceforth bans All-Army sports 
competition and tournaments. 

The desire to provide “less-professional- 
like” competition has been given as the rea- 
son behind the edict bringing sports activi- 
ties down to a smaller scale. But savings 
in money and time are also expected to 
result from the use of athletes in work from 
which they have been excused in the past 
while in training. This again appears to 
be a worthwhile endeavor, but it will cer- 
tainly lose a great deal of force if similar 
zeal is not shown in allocating the “brains” 
of the Army to its proper work. 
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Soldiers as Robots

Over the years, I have seen the Army 
change from an organization to a crowd 
of flustered, highly demoralized indi- 
viduals in a continual state of frenzy over 
the abundance of (or lack of) paperwork, 
who sacrifice unit efficiency for eye-wash 
and public appeal, and who consider co- 
ordination and planning a cardinal sin. 

I am not referring to the average pri- 
vate or noncom, but to our leaders — both 
officer and enlisted — particularly in the 
higher echelons. 

The Army’s attempt to gain public recog- 
nition has been a flop. We used to be 
known for unexcelled leadership and in- 
itiative. Now, through the coercion of 
parents and politicians we have become a 
mob of robots, blindly following a widen- 
ing circle into extinction. 

. * * 

THIS IS SUBSTANTIATED by the fact 
that more and more top positions are held 
by civilians, more and more of the Army 
man’s normal work is in the hands of 
civilian contractors and lecal civilian agen- 
cies that have almost command authority. 

The claims that civilians save the Army 
money are not true. This can easily be 
seen by watching any group of post en- 
gineers do a half-hour job with four times 
the number of men needed. The men re- 
placed by these civilians (supposedly re- 
leased for training) are being used on im- 
portant post and major command details, 
such as working on the golf course, laying 
walls and on other jobs while actual 
training for combat is neglected. 

This new concept is shown in the mat- 
ter of present-day inspections. They no 
longer reflect the combat readiness of a 
unit or the condition of its equipment, but 
instead are conducted to determine which 
company has the prettiest flowers in its 
area, which orderly room has the best 
color scheme, which barracks has the clean- 
est (but not the most serviceable) equip- 
ment neatly displayed on bunks, which 
motor pool has the most highly polished 
vehicles (regardless of condition), and 
which formation of men has the shiniest 
helmet liners. 

The soldier, 


regardless of rank or 


position, is disgusted, discouraged and 
disgruntled. He has had so many “bene- 
fits” heaped upon him that he can hardly 
afford them. The buying power of his 
pay has decreased and nothing has been 
done to offset it. 

The words “security” and “prestige” are 
considered by old-timers as synonymous 
with “joke.” They put it this way: “How 
can there be security when I have served 
eight to 10 years of my life with the Army 
and am now being thrown out because I 
lack some formal education?” It is a good 
question. 

These men stayed with the Army in good 
faith, but the Army did not reciprocate. 
Instead, it has done an about-face, forgot- 
ten its obligations, and created a deep dis- 
trust of both our government and the 
Army.

LAST WEEK on page one of the 
nation’s daily newspapers the ex- 
ploits of American jet bombers 
and jet cargo planes were being 
heralded. New records for speed 
and distance were proclaimed as 
the Air Force went all out to prove 
-that it could fly far and fast to 
carry retaliatory weapons now to 
any part of the globe. 

And while this was going on, 
down at Red Canyon range, N. M., 
surface-to-air missile units. were 
firing at high-speed drone air- 
planes, making kills at a rate of 
five hits for each six shots, always 
firing two missiles at each target 
so that there was never a break- 
through beyond the defense line 
set up. 

These units fire the Nike Ajax, 
an obsolete missile which will be 
largely replaced in the next two 
years with Nike Hercules. Against 
any airbreathing flying machine— 
manned or unmanned—Hercules is 
said to be certain death, regardless 
of the plane’s speed, evasive tac- 
tics, or electronic defenses. 

Good as is Ajax, Hercules is so 
much better, so much faster, 
longer-ranged and more accurate, 
that it is in effect a new weapon 
not merely an improvement.

THE ANALOGY is close. 

Proud, able, dedicated, driving 
men are flying the finest aircraft 
in the world. Our Century-series 
fighters, our jet cargo ships and 
bombers such as the B-58, are un- 
matched for quality by any in the 
world.

Add travel time, and the Ma- 
rine Korean tour is nearer 15 
months, as the Army, the Air Force 
and the Defense Department fig- 
ure oversea service.

OFFICIALS would not speculate 
on the outcome of the study that 
the Army is making on Korean 
service. Defense officials, however, 
said flatly that they expected the 
Army to shorten its tour. The re- 
sults should be known in about 
three months. 


In reaching an agreement that 
the oversea tour should normally 
be 36 months for individuals accom- 
panied by dependents, 24 months 
for those without, each service 
made some concessions. The Navy 
considers any “shore duty,” wheth- 
er overseas or in the United States, 
preferred duty. In order to make 
shore duty available to as many as 
possible, it has normally set 24 
months as the maximum oversea 
tour, with or without dependents. 

* * * 

THE ARMY has accepted short- 
er tours for those without or not ac- 
companied by dependents, though 
normally it has classified these 
two as separdte categories of in- 
dividuals. The Air Force likewise 
has indicated that it is willing to 
Jengthen some of its tours so that 
standardization can be achieved. 

Officials who were familiar with 
the activities of the interservice 
group working on tour standardiza- 
tion (under a Defense Department 
directive issued last May) empha- 
sized that the agreements reached 
so far are strictly “Indian-level 
stuff.” Each service will now take 
these recommendations from the 
working group and establish a 
“service position.” 

Leaving out Korea, it appeared 
that the positions of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force on other areas 
of the world would not differ 
greatly. The Marine Corps, which 
wants, for example, a standard 15-

services most want to keep—the 
skilled technicians and _ leaders 
with experience who are already 
in pay grades E-6 and E-7. 

Under the nine-pay-grade sys- 
tem, only a limited number of in- 
dividuals would be awarded the 
insignia and titles or pay grades 
E-8 and E-9, but a_ substantial 
group of master sergeants and ser- 
geants first class would get higher 
pay after being awarded Proficien- 
cy Pay. 

In the Army proposal to give 
PPA under the seven-grade sys- 
tem, the instructions outlined in 
the Defense directive which puts 


PPA into effect are followed-pretty 
closely, at least in spirit. 
” * . 


THE ARMY would give Profi- 
ciency Pay to some men in every 
four-digit MOS field. No PPA 
would go to men in entry MOSs. 
(In effect, this means that men 
whose MOS has a zero for fourth 
or the third and fourth digit would 
not get Proficiency Pay). 

Outstanding individuals in all 
MOSs where a skill-level digit has 
been awarded could qualify for 
PPA sometime during the four 
years during which the program 
is being introduced. In those MOS 
areas. where there was a shortage 
of skilled men, and in the leader- 
ship fields, a greater percentage 





would qualify for PPA than in the 
soft-skill fields—those where the 
Army has no trouble getting good 


men. 
. . 


ANOTHER thing the Army wants 
is a way of identifying those who 
are most outstanding in their field. 
Eventually this will be done under 


the MOS proficiency test system, 
In the meantime, an interim plan 
to be used only until the MOS 
test program is effective will be 


used. This will call for some kind 
of report from an individual’s -su- 
pervisor and CO which can be used 
to judge whether he qualifies for 
PPA on an Army-wide basis. 

The plans submitted by each of 
the four services appeared to dif- 
fer considerably in detail. The 
Army plan has admittedly been tai- 
lored to meet Army requirements. 
Unless the Defense Department in- 
sists on the same system * being 
used to determine eligibility and 
to otherwise administer Proficien- 
cy Pay in all services, it now seems 
possible that Proficiency Pay will 
go into effect on .schedule—that 
is, about January 1, so that the 
first cash will go into men’s pock- 
ets with either the January -31-.or 
the February 28 pay check. 

All depends on whether it is 
considered in the Defense Depart- 
ment wiser to go ahead with PPA 
under the present pay law or to 
wait for the nine-grade structure 
for which Congress is being asked.

fixed expectantly on the small ship, at 6700 feet only a fleck on the blue background. A 
voice speaks from the public address system. Suddenly a white dot separates. from the 
plane and plunges downward. Five seconds and the dot becomes a man... ten seconds 
and arms and legs are discernible, spreadeagled against the sky. The voice from the loud- 


speaker continues in a calm, mat- 
ter-of-fact manner. 

Fifteen seconds and the tiny 
spider-like figure is turning from 
right to left then reversing itself 
slowly, in weird contrast to its 
rapid downward movement . . . 
twenty seconds then suddenly blue 
silk billows out, arresting the 
figure in flight .. . his parachute 
open, the man floats slowly to 
earth landing only a few feet from 
an X chalked in the ground in 
front of the spectators.

THE MAN in the air was Louis 
Sanborn, an expert in the field of 
free fall parachuting. The man 
behind the microphone on the 
ground was Jaques Istel, captain 
of the American parachuting team 
in several international competi- 
tions, and America’s most vigorous 
exponent of parachuting as a sport. 

Together with George Flynn of 
Yale University and Dick Tomp- 
kins of Harvard they were at Fort 
Bragg to “state their case” for 
sky-diving, as the sport has been 
popularly nick-named in this coun- 
try. 

Garbed in spotless white cover- 
alls with an American flag over 
the left breast pocket (the ones 
he wore in the _ international 
championships) Istel described the 
aetivities of his colleagues to 
the Army Airborne observers in 
the bleachers.

chuted from 6700 feet. Each exit- 
ed separately and exhibited vari- 
ous techniques during his free fall 
or period before opening his chute. 

Istel explained that the basic 
spreadeagled, face downward posi- 
tion has been found to be the most 
stable, and the one from which the 
jumper can perform movements of 
his body to actually change direc- 
tion. The aforementioned “turn- 
ing from right to left and rever- 
sing itself” is called a figure eight, 
an elementary maneuver to ex- 
perienced sky-divers. 

As the climactic illustration, 
Istel donned a chute himself, took 
off in his single engine Cessna 
with Sanborn. Together they 
jumped from 13,000 feet, criss- 
crossing on the way down for 
more than 60 seconds before they 
pulled their rip cords. Both men 
had smoke containers tied to their 
legs, enabling spectators to follow 
their descent.

ISTEL, in his commentary dur- 
ing the afternoon said the para- 
chuting is a growing sport all over 
Europe, and is now blossoming in 
the States under the auspices of 
the Parachute Clubs of America. 
The organization has a rigid safety 
code, including a rule which makes 
it illegal to pull the rip-cord below 
2000 feet. 

Army parachute jumps are made 
from 1250 feet because of the 
necessity for getting onto the

organizing. Actual tactical. jumps 
are made even lower. Istel empha- 
sized “there is no comparison be- 
tween soldiers jumping with 60 
pounds of equipment, crowded to- 
gether, in any weather conditions 
and sport jumping. Military para- 
chuting is a very hazardous busi- 
ness. On the contrary we try and 
make it as safe as possible with 
a maximum of comfort.” 

Istel tells this story on him- 
self. “In Moscow last year in 
an international meet I jumped 
from 8000 feet and landed 11 
paces from the center of the 
ring. It:-was one of the best 
performances of my career and 
most of us on the team were 
pretty elated. The following day 
I found out that I had finjshed 
in 16th place.”

He con- 
eéived the idea for the establish- 
ment of the Army War College and 
it = 4 apereyve by Congress Nov. 

Today, through its curriculum, 
the college continues Secretary 
Root’s philosophy, “. . . not to 

romote war, but to preserve peace 

y intelligent and adequate prepa- 
ration to repel aggression.” 

The curriculum is divided into 
two sections. Part I, “The United 
States and Its National Strategy,” 
is developed through three courses 
of study over a 17-weeks period. 
Part II, “Military Doctrine, Strat- 
egy and Readiness,” consists of 
studies through six courses. which 
consume the remainder of the 10- 
month academic year. 

Although combined and 
joint service aspects of the mili- 
tary problems are stressed, the 
second portion of the curriculum 
places greatest emphasis on the 
role of the Army in national de- 
fense. The class of 200 senior 
officers is comprised of represen- 
tatives of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, Air Force, Department of 
State and certain other agencies. 

The faculty, headed by the com- 
mandant, Maj. Gen: Max S. John- 
son, and the deputy commandant, 
Brig. Gen, Edgar C. Doleman, is 
composed of selected senior of- 
ficers who are qualified in various 
aspects of the miltary arts and 
sciences. 

Selection of students to attend 
the college is made by Department 
of the Army and the other depart- 
ments and agencies represented. 
Generally, the student must have 
completed over 15 years active 
commissioned service and be a 
graduate of the Command and 
eg Staff School or its equiva- 
ent.

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Postal ‘Sherlocks’ Keep Lost 
Mail to a Minimum sy Alaska 


FORT RICHARDSON, Alaska. — Suppose you had the problem of delivering 40,000 
pleces of inadequately addressed mail, what would you do? Well, 14 persons at Fort Rich-

ardson have that problem, and by using Sherlock Holmes methods they attempt to find, 


usually with success, the correct 
destination for each of the 40,000 
letters and packages. 

Headed by Maj. Howard F. 
Mumford, the group — two Army 
officers, six airmen, three soldiers 
and three civilians — make up the 
Alaskan Army and Air Force 
Postal Service under the US. 
Army, Alaska, Adjutant General’s 
Section. 

One section of the service’ is 
Central Postal Directory, which 
boasts approximately 200,000 lo- 
cator cards, The cards include all 
ervicemen and civilians author- 
zed to receive mail through Army 
and Air Force APOs in Alaska and 
those persons who have left the 
Territory within the last year. 

Each card contains the complete 
name, grade, serial number, APO, 
unit assigned to, and the source 
of the information. 

Every means of tracing a per- 
son is used. This includes assign- 
ment, travel and transfer orders, 
change of address cards, ship’s 
passenger lists, machine record 
rosters and even hospital regis- 
ters.

CAPT. GUY DURHAM, assistant 
chief of the service and one of the 
“detectives,” says that one of the 
most important items of a service- 
man’s address is his serial number. 
For example, he pointed out, 
“there are more than 300 ‘Johnson’ 
cards in our files and at least five 
James L’s. The same thing ap- 








plies to other common names such 
as Smith, Brown, Anderson and 
Olson. You can see how impor- 
tant a serial number can be when 
initials are used with a last name 
and the unit is missing from the 
address.” 

An interesting item about the 
postal locator file is that the first 
card shows the name of Aaby and 
the last card in the files list Zksy. 

Playing Sherlock Holmes; the 
service delivered a piece of mail 
that arrived with the addfess 
obliterated except for a_ serial 
number and the cancellation 
stamp of the town the letter was 
mailed from. The service checked 
out the serial number in the ma- 
chine records branch, then to 
double check, called the person- 
nel office to verify the home town. 
The cancellation stamp matched 
the home town of the man whose 
serial number was on the mail. 
Sherlock had solved his case again.

THERE ARE 17 dead letter of- 
fices in the United States. They 
are the only agency authorized to 
open first class mail without a 
court order. Often a clue on the 
inside of the mail will give the 
dead letter office a lead to the 
sender or addressee. . 

Second class mail (magazines 
and newspapers) is not returned. 
If a person’s new address is known, 
the directory service sends the 
publisher a notice giving the man’s 
new address. The section will for- 
ward second class mail to APOs 
within Alaska for three months. 
After that time, or df no forward- 
ing address is available, all the 
Magazines are given to hospitals 
and special services activities. 

Newspapers and ad circulars are 
destroyed. Catalogs are bagged 
and returned to the sender... 
postage due. Here in the Anchor 
age area, ~mail order branches 
pick them up periodically.

THE POSTAL SUPPLY SEC- 
TION of the service does a large 
scale business too. It handles all 
supplies for Army and Air Force 
post offices in Alaska. This in- 
cludes, among 1500 items, stamps, 
money orders, forms, glue, glue 
pots, scales, cancelling machines, 
rubber stamps and stamp pads, 
twine and tape.

All phases of artillery gunnery 
will be practiced, both during the 
day and at night, when high burst 
and illumination missiles will be 
fired. 

The ranges at Edwards have dis- 
tinct advantages. Vast rolling ter- 
rain affords the artillery room for 
maneuver and allows its guns to 
deliver fire on targets at ranges 
in excess of 6000 yards.

overseas may be developed by the next session of Congress. The programs would be for 


those countries, such as France,

Rep. Paul J. Kilday (D., Tex.) 
recently returned from a tour of 
European bases, has asked that the 
staffs of the House Armed Services 
and Agriculture committees work 
jointly to develop new housing pro- 
grams. The Congressman, a rank- 
ing Armed Services committee 
member, said family housing was 
mentioned by practically all over- 
seas commanders as one of their 
major problems. 

The use of surplus food to pay 
for housing has run into bottle- 








necks in those countries, such as 
France, where the foreign govern- 
ment does not take part directly 
in the program. In those cases, bar- 
ter arrangements are made with 
private contractors, who get paid 
off with the surpluses for the 
housing they build. 

But in such cases the Commodity 
Credit Corporation, which controls 
our agricultural surpluses, has to 
wait years before being fully re- 
paid for the food. The corporation 
may not be willing to approve any 
more of these contracts under pres- 
ent terms.

THE CHANGES Rep. Kilday has 
in mind would set up two pay 
systems, one for the military grade 
and one for specialties. Tenta- 
tively, it would work hkke this: 
the present military grades, E-1 
through E-7, would be retained 
and a man would get a grade in 
Jine with his military duties, pretty 
much as now. There would also 
be set up specialist grades—four, 
five, six or as many as needed— 
and men would be given specialist 
grades according to their skills or 
special knowledge. Thus a tech- 
nician would get one pay for his 
military rank, plus pay for his 
specialist grade. 

Under this system, for example, 
an electronics technician might be 
an E-3 and an S-6 (specialist 6th). 
He would get one pay for his mili- 
tary grade of E-3 and added pay 
for his specialist grade. 

It is true that under this system 
a specialist might still get more 
total money than a man who leads 
troops, a buck sergeant with high 
specialist grade may get more than 
a master sergeant.

BUT Mr. Kilday points out that 
at Jeast it would be made clear 
that the extra pay is for his spe- 
cialty and at least the rank would 


go to those trained for combat 
leadership. 
The veteran lawmaker noted 


that there was a precedent for this 
two-system idea. Back before 1942 
men got specialty pay in addition 
to their regular grades. There 
were six classes of specialist with 
pay ranging from $3 to $30 dollars 
a month. This was cut out by 
the Pay Readjustment Act of 1942. 

Mr. Kilday made it clear he had 
not worked out the details of a 
new pay plan but these were his 
views as of now.

thinking chiefly in terms of added 
pay for high ranking officers. 
While not ready to specify an 
amount, he said the raise for top 
rankers should be “substantial.” 
Wanting a raise for top officers 
and getting it through Congress 
are, of course, two different mat- 
ters. But Rep. Kilday feels the 
Congress might be more receptive 
to the idea next session than it 
has been in the past. 


At present the highest-pay grade 
for top officers is majory general.

MR. KILDAY’S VIEW that a 
genefal cost of living adjustment 
is needed ties in with Defense’s 
plans to ask for a six percent in- 
crease for all those who do not 
get Cordiner hikes. It adds to 
the mounting opinion one finds on 
both Capito] Hill and in the Ad- 
ministration that there will be a 
general pay raise this coming year. 

Defense plans to ask for a raise 
only for those who have been in 
service more than two years and 
some Congressional] leaders appear 
receptive to this idea. 

In discussing the eventual form 
of any bill changing the pay sys- 
tem, it is significant that Mr. Kil- 
day and Mr. Stennis have similar 
reservations about the Cordiner re- 
port. 

Both disliked Cordiner’s claim of 
saving $5 billion, both felt the 
present system was better than 
Cordiner painted it, both question- 
ed the criticism of the longevity 
pay system, which the Cordiner 
report derided as ‘Methuselah 
pay.”

POINTING OUT that longevity 
pay is given in many types of civil- 
ian jobs—bus drivers, factory 
workers and such, who ,yontinue 
to do the same job but get raises 
on years of service—and to civil- 
ian government employees 
through periodic in-grade raises, 
Mr. Kilday said longevity pay is 
even more justified in a military 
set-up because thére is often a set 
number of billets and a qualified 
man cannot move up because there 
are no openings in the table of 
organization. 

Readers might keep in mind that 
any pay hearings on the Hill might 
not start until some time in Febru- 
ary. This is simply because the 
Armed Service committees of both 
Houses_get detailed briefings from 
Defense leaders on our military 
posture before settling down to 
other work. These briefings may 
run through January. 

Recently returned from a tour 
of European bases, Mr. Kilday said 
pay was the number one topic of 
interest among all the military 
people he talked to, officer and 
enlisted.

month and generals $175 a month. 

Let’s take some examples: 

Today, a CWO (W-2) with nine 
years’ service and two years in 
grade gets $304.20. Next year, this 
will increase to $319.80. If the Cor- 
diner bill becomes law before he 
has passed his 10th anniversary of 
service, he will get, under the pres- 
ent pay scale with a six percent 
raise, $322.45. Or, if the 10th anni- 
versary is passed, he'll get $338.99 
a month base pay, 

* ” a 

CORDINER would pay a W-2 
with over two years service $418 a 
month. This is well ‘above the 
amount he’d receive under the six 
percent increase. Therefore, he’ll 
convert to Cordiner immediately, 

Here’s how he’ll get his raise: On 
the effective date of the bill} he’H 
get $319.80 plus $25 (or $338.99 
plus $25 if his 10th anniversary is 
passed), or $344.80. 

Assume this comes .on July 1, 
1958. On July 1, 1959, his pay 
will increase by another $25 to 
$369.80. The following year, his 
pay will increase by still another 
$25 to $394.80. And at the begin- 
ning -of\the fourth year; his ‘pay 
will-increase to $419.80. 

This,is. $1,80 more than the $438 
for a W:2 with two years service 
that Cordiner calls for, But by this 
time, oir warrant Officér.has eom- 
pleted. more. than. four years as a 
W-2. And under Cordiner, his pay 
increases to $440. 

So at the beginning of the fifth 
year after passage of the bill, our 
officer’s pay increases 


assumes that our man hasn’t been 
promoted during the final year to 
W-3. What is done in this case isn’t 
clear yet.

ANOTHER EXAMPLE: A lieu- 
tenant colonel with more than 16 
years service and two years in 
grade would get $577.20 under the 
present law. Under the six percent 
cost of living increase, he’d get 
$611.83. 

Under Cordiner, a lieutenant col- 
onel with more than two years in 
grade would get $750 a month. At 
four years this goes up to $795 and 
ai six years to $840. 

This man would also come under 
the Cordiner scale immediately.

For the first year he’d draw $661.83 
a month. The second year. he’d get 
a second $50 raise to $711.83 a 
month. The third year (he now has 
more than four for Cordiner), he’d 
get $761.83 a month. The fourth 
year, he’d get $811.83 a month. At 
the beginning of the fifth year, 
having more than six years in 
grade, he’d get a ratse of $28.17 to 
$840 a month.

ON THE OTHER HAND take a 
man just promoted to first lieuten- 
ant. He has four years’ service (2% 
years. enlisted service). He’s draw- 
$335.40 on the effective date of the 
new law.’ This is increased to 
$354.52 under the six percent cost- 
of-living raise. Under Cordiner, 
he’d have to take a pay cut to $335. 
So he stays under the old pay scale. 

Two years after the Cordiner 
proposal becomes law, our lieuten- 
ant is upped (based on longevity) 
to $372.06, -when he has two. years 
in grade. At this point,-Cordiner 
would pay him: only $355. 

From the language of the pro- 
posed bill, it appears that if he 
passes his sixth anniversary of 
service before passing his second 
anniversary since promotion, he’: 
get the increase to $372.60. But if 
his second year since promotion is 
completed first; he’d come unxcr 


‘Cordiner, since that would ra‘se 


his pay immediately by $0.48. 

He would then get Cordiner in- 
crease of $10 a month per year 
after his third and fourth anniver- 
saries since ‘promotion.

FINALLY, take a captain with 
moré than six: years’ service. He 
has two years in grade at the time 
that the Cordiner proposal becomes 
law. The six percent pay raise 
would give him $429.94, Cordiner 
calls for pay of $435 a month for 
captains with two. years’ service. 

So this officer would immediately 
go to the Cordiner scale. The law 
would give him a pay raise of more 
than six: percent ($24.33). Actual 
raise would be $29.40. And he'd get 
the entire raise at once because the 
difference between $24.33 and 
$29.40 is less than $25, the maxi- 
mum that.a man in the, lower four 
commissioned grades can get in 
one year.

Medicare Program 
Open to Abuse?

Does Top Grader 


Need Jacking-Up? 

FORT RUCKER, Ala.: In the 
last few years, the Army has taken 
great steps forward to increase the 
mental ‘caliber of the lower enlist- 
ed grades, as the law of supply 
and demand would permit. Now, 
in the midst of manpower reduc- 
tions, much more is being accom- 
plished with the ACB-O, 1, 2 and 
3 procedures. 

In addition—to a small extent, 
perhaps — RIFd officers will go 
back to these lower grades and 
thereby assist to further increase 
the average mental caliber. 

Now examine what has _ hap- 
pened during all this time in the 
upper enlisted ranks—more specif- 
ically, in the master sergeant rank. 
[ say that nothing has happened 
except that they have gotten com- 
placent—with good reason. 

He may possess little .intelli- 
gence, practically no formal edu- 
cation, no leadership ability or 
very few soldierly attributes, and 
still be on active duty today, with 
no career worries at all. 

The master sergeant must be 
the leader of the enlisted corps. 
But how can he be the leader 
when the people he should lead 
are far more intelligent than he? 
Granted, his experiences might 
compensate in a way for his lack 
of education, except that in many 
ways his experience has been out- 
moded by the rapidly changing 
Army. 





All this amounts to the fact that 
the Army is paying a lot for a 
small amount of brainpower. On 
top of this poor economy, the 
Army pays him a reenlistment 
bonus, when actually he would 
stay in on half his regular pay. 

You may say, “What does this 
character want to do? Throw these 
old master sergeants out on their 
ears, with no home?” That is pre. 
cisely what should be done. The 
same thing is being done to many 
officers and lower grade enlisted 
men. At least it would represent 
fairness to all alike. 

Talk and more talk about re- 
vitalizing the enlisted corps is 
completely useless unless it begins 
or is aimed at the top of the corps 


—the master sergeant. 


So the logical problem is how 
do we start practicing economy 
with the master sergeant? It’s 
very simple: (1) Give him some 
competition. (He has norte now). 
Make it less difficult for the unit 
commander te reduce him. Re- 
quire him to successfully pass a 


standard comprehensive proficien- 


cy test. (2) Require a higher level 


of formal education. Force him to 


acquire the education on his own, 
rather than sending him to school 
on duty time. (3) Raise the mental 
standards as “supply and demand” 
permit. (4) Devise a simple but 


effective efficiency reporting sys- 


tem similar to that for officers. 

Placing those or similar meas- 
ures into effect would soon let the 
master sergeant know that his ten- 
ure of office is subject to termina- 
tion by other than death or retire 
ment. He would realize that the 
Army can do without him if he 
does not meet the higher stand 
ards. 

Many, of course, would not meet 
them and their elimination would 
accomplish two important things 
within the enlisted ranks: (1) In- 
dicate that higher standards are 
required to be a “general” of the 
enlisted corps and (2) Good men 
would be motivated by the added 
promotion possibilities. 

It probably is not necessary to 
explain that this is not directed 
at all master sergeants. I would 
be an idiot to think that the Army 
could get along without the- fine, 


outstanding master sergeants it 
has. We could, however, show 
them a small gratitude by elimin- 
ating the “deadbeats” in their 
midst.

Medical Center revealed the suc- 
cess of its closed circuit television 
system last week, heralding more 
extensive use of TV as an Army 
educational medium, 

Television’s capability of provid- 
ing group instruction has proven 
especially valuable in medical edu- 
cation, where formerly only a few 
people at a time could observe op- 
erations, lab experiments and the 
like. 

Ceiling mounted color TV cam- 
eras have replaced the convention- 
al operating room theater at Wal- 
ter Reed and have enabled many 
physicians to get a birdseye view 
of delicate surgery. 

The overhead camera mount can 
be turned a full 360 degrees and 
the camera can be moved on run- 
ners the length of the mount, ex- 
posing all areas of the room. 

Remote control has eliminated 
the need for a TV technician to be 
present in the room. Seated in the 
hospital control room, the operator 
can focus the camera and select 
and change its lenses. 

The Medical Center’s autopsy 
room also is equipped with an 
overhead camera, giving students 
in a conference room close-up 
views while the surgeon or patholo- 
gist lectures using a microphone 
placed in his surgical mask.

tain tumors and diseased tissues 
removed during surgery through a 
pneumatic tube to the pathology 
lab. 

The patholigist analyzes the tis- 
sue, determines whether or not it 
is malignant, and notifies the oper- 
ating room by telephone of the re- 
sults of his analysis. 


With the aid of TV, the patholo- 
gist can televise microscope slides 
of the tissue to the operating room 
and discuss them with the surgeon.

After Maj. Gen. Murray 


FORT BRAGG, N.C. — The 
widow of the general who whipped 
two American Army divisions into 
top fighting shape for two of the 
most bitter campaigns in War II 
unveiled a plaque in his memory 
at the dedication of the Murray 
School — Fort Bragg’s newest ad- 
dition to its dependent school 
system. 

Maj. Gen. Maxwell Murray’s 
widow, and her 14-year-old grand- 
son, traveled from Washington to 
participate in public ceremonies 
in the school’s auditorium honor- 
ing the general. 





Gen. Murray was the first com- 
mander and executive officer of 
Fort Bragg, then Camp Bragg, in 
1918-1919. He died in 1948 while 
on retired status. 

Gen. Murray commanded the 
25th Inf. Div. at its activation in 
Hawaii two months before war- 
clouds burst over Pearl Harbor. 
The Tropic Lightning Division 
fought at Guadalcanal, Munda and 
Luzon. 

Immediately afterward, Gen: 
Murray returnéd to the U.S. for 
a year of whipping the 35th Inf. 
Div. into shape. The division 
fought in Europe.

| Radio Can Help TV 
Says Jack Webb 


HOLLYWOOD.—Wouldn’t it be funny now if radio 
were to become the great panacea which everyone has been 
searching for to cure TV’s pernicious anemia? 

It could happen. Radio suddenly is being looked upon with for- 
gvanees and a new respect by performers and producers who kissed 
t off years ago for the glamour and glitter of TV. ; 

Steve Allen, a graduate of radio, recently exhorted the networks 
to use their radio stations as a “farm system” for developing tomor- 
row’s TV stars. 

Now Jack Webb tells:‘me that radio should be used as a pre-testing 
ground for TV. 

“Radio gives us a place to learn and correct our mistakes before 
it is too late,” says Webb. “For example, I know now that I had 
the old veterinarian in ‘Noah’s Ark’ played too hard. He was too 
much of the Lionel Barrymore - Dr. Gillespie type. But I didn’t 
find this out until the mail started coming in, and by that time I 
had several films already in the can. 

“If I had had ‘Noah’s Ark’ on radio first, I would have discovered 
these flaws and been able to correct them. 

“T had $54,000 invested in the pilot film of ‘Noah’s Ark’ before 
it ever went on the air. If a sponsor doesn’t ride with you for more 
than 20 weeks, you can’t even amortize your set. And you can’t force 
a sponsor to live out his contract. If he wants out, you let him out, 
because you must keep a good relationship with all sponsors.” 

The expense of TV to the sponsor, plus his reluctance to wait 
long enough to see if his gamble will pay off, is also hurting the 
medium from another standpoint. 

“I believe I could have made a star out of Paul Burke, the young 
fellow who played ‘Noah.’ But you don’t build stars in 22 weeks 
either. It takes a few weeks for the people to discover a new show 
on TV. So, if people aren’t looking, how do you become a star over 
night?” Webb asks. 

Webb’s “Noah’s Ark” was one of last season’s first casualties. -I 
never thought much of it. Most of the episodes were either too soap 
opera-ish, or just plain corny to a point of embarrassment. 

Nevertheless, since last March when the series folded, Webb says 
he has received over 100,000 pieces of mail, most of it from fans be- 
moaning Noah’s demise. I’m inclined to go along with Webb that all 
he needed was more time and the opportunity to do some script and 
character fixing along the line. 

Webb had over two seasons of “Dragnet” on radio before he made 
a TV series of it, giving him that pre-tested product he speaks of 
now. He is starting his sixth season of “Dragnet” on TV, has com- 
pleted 224 filmed episodes and there seems to be no abatement of in- 
terest in the series from either the viewers or the sponsor. 

It is interesting to note, too, that “Gunsmoke,” the top-rated 
TV Western and the only one in Neilsen’s “top-ten,” was a radio 
show (and still is) before it went on television. Like “Dragnet,” 
the producers of “Gunsmoke” have used nearly all radio scripts 
as the basis for the TV episodes. 

There are indications that the networks themselves are also be- 
coming aware of radio as the logical proving ground for TV. Had 
they realized this several years ago, it might never have been neces- 
sary to be constantly pushing that panic button in TV. 

What happened was that the networks took too much operating 
money away from the radio side to feed the new, exciting TV side. 
If they will plow some of TV’s profits back into radio, both media 
may be better off.

pane another book on jazz was published last week, This| 


one is “The Jazz Makers,” edited by Nat Shapiro and Nat 
Hentoff (Rinehart, N. Y., 347 pages, $4.95).. There are 21 


chapters, each devoted to a major 
jazz figure. Nine nationally known 
jazz writers split up the chapter 
assignments. 

As was the case with Leonard 
Feather’s “The Book of Jazz” re- 
viewed here last week, “The Jazz 
Makers” should prove of most 
value to newer jazz enthusiasts. 
Post-graduate students will find 
little they did not already know 
and will usually search in vain for 
fresh insights into the music and 
characters of the 21 musicians 
studied. The book is mostly a 
rehash of facts, with a smattering 
of current majority opinion tossed 
in. 2 

Readers of Down Beat magazine, 
jazz record album liner notes, and 
other books on jazz will find that 
they have read a good deal of 
this book before. 

Several chapters, however, are 
excellent. The Lester Young chap- 
ter by Hentoff is one of these. Al- 
though some of this will not be 
new to readers of Down Beat, Bil- 
lie’s Blues, or Hear Me Talkin’ 
To Ya, this essay jells extremely 
well and is easily the best overall 
study of Lester I have ever read. 

Hentoff’s chapter on Baby Dodds 
is also a good one. Coleman 
Hawkins by Leonard Feather, Bix 
Beiderbecke and Bessie Smith by 
George Hoefer, and Pee Wee Rus- 
sell by Charles Edward Smith are 
admirable summaries, too, — al- 
though there is little new material 
presented. 

Most of the other essays are 
capably done, although the one on 
Louis Armstrong by George Ava- 
kian merely scratches the surface 
and those on Benny Goodman and 
Charlie Christian leave much to 
be desired. Benny is damned 
with.faint praise here and there 
(his improvisational powers were 
“not: intense,” many of his con- 
temporaries were “more inspired,” 
says Nat Shapiro), and Bill Simon 
plainly doesn’t know a great deal 
about guitar. Simon leaves the 
impression that Charlie played 
rhythm guitar “with the juice 
turned off most of the evening” 
for Benny. This simply isn’t so; 
Benny hardly ever used Christian 
as a rhythm man. (Mike Bryan 
was the guitarist with the band 








at that time.) Nor did Charlie 
make a “flock of big band sides” 
with Goodman. No one enjoyed 
Christian ‘solos more than ~ this 
columnist but let’s get the facts 
straight. Simon either . wasn’t 
around in thoge days or he hasn’t 
done his homework. é 

“The Jazz Makers” is neverthe- 
less a valuable addition to the jazz 
bookshelf and I recommend it 
especially to those who are in- 
terested in the subject and lack 
the vital background of facts which 
this book provides. All in all, it’s 
a fine rehash job, but not much 
else. 

, . . ° 

CLANCY HAYES is one of the 
greatest jazz singers in the world 
although most jazz critics curious- 
ly prefer someone like Frank Sin- 
atra, who isn’t a jazz singer at all. 
Clancy is seldom even mentioned 
in most of the books on jazz but 
the veteran banjo player sings with 
a joie d’vivre and genuine jazz 
spirit that is found only in Louis 
Armstrong, Jack -Teagarden, and 
a mere handful of others. 

Clancy is featured, as usual, 
with Bob Scobey’s Dixieland band 
on two new LPs: “Direct from 
San Francisco” (Good Time Jazz 
L-12033), and “The San Francisco 
Jazz of Bob Scobey” (Verve LP 
1011). 

If you dig Clancy, you'll want 
both records although I believe 
the edge goes to the Good Time 
Jazz set. On this one, Clancy sings 
Jada, Indiana, Michigan Water 
Blues, Curse of an Aching Heart 
and Doctor Jazz. And two sen- 
tences by S. I. Hayakawa on the 
liner notes are worth reprinting. 
Speaking of the.Scobey band’s tour 
of California Colleges, Hayakawa 
writes: 

“I cannot help recalling with 
amusement the faces of the 
youthful cats in our college audi- 
ences. These young people, who 
had been musically brought up 
in the recent tradition of beard- 
ed undertakers playing hushed 
tone-poems in chamber-music 
solemnity, had never before 
been introduced to the idea that 
jazz could be fun.”

DALLAS — New excursion fares 
for 1958 air travel to South Amer- 
iea will become effective on Braniff 
International Airways Jan. 1 pend- 
ing governmental approval of the 
year-round low cost rates, Rex 
Brack, vice president of traffic and 
sales for the airline has announced.

Train 3 

Divisions 

FORT BENNING, Ga.—Nearly 
three divisions of troops have been 
trained by the 3d Inf. Div. since 
it started basic training early last 
fall. Over 35,000 men have re- 
ceived the stamp of the Marne Div., 
which celebrated its fortieth anni- 
versary this week. 

The methods used te organize its 
training structures were devised by 
the division to maintain its unity 
and combat readiness. Usually 
such a mission is fulfilled through 
the establishment of ‘a Training 
Center calling for a complement 
of some 250 officers and men. The 
same results were gained, however, 
by the “AG Trainee” Section, which 
was organized by the Division Ad- 
jutant General.

Here they boarded 
a train for the 50 mile trip to the 
Port of Whittier where they 
boarded an Army tug for the- 60- 
mile trip to the island. 

The search party took rations 
for 14 days, tentage, firearms and 
plenty of ammunition. They back- 
packed supplies-inland from the 
tug over the rocky beach at Stock- 
dale Harbor to set up their base 
camp. It was raining when they 
landed and it rained steadily for 
the entire 10 days the men spent 
on the island.

DURING THE 10 DAYS the sol- 
diers searched évery inch of a four 
mile wide by three mile long area.

than with longer wheelbase cars, 
as might be expected. 

Handling is one of Rambler’s 
weaker points, It falls far short 
of small foreign cars and is not 
as good as many competitive do- 
mestic makes in this department. 
The long coil springs which per- 
mit a soft ride also allow quite 
a bit of body roll and sway in 
cornering. The front end tends 
to be mushy in fast turns. 

Nor does the small engine have 
enough torque to be of much as- 
sistance in powering through cor- 
ners in an emergency; it won’t sup- 
ply enough bite to the rear wheels 
to pull the car back in line if the 
rear end starts to break loose. 

These criticisms, of course, will 
be of little importance to the ma- 
jority of drivers who won’t expect 
their Ramblers to handle like 
sports cars. They will find the 
Rambler roadability perfectly 
suited to their driving needs.

The hitch, of course, is that the 
results are not, cannot be, as good. 
But, Minox pictures made by ama- 
teurs and professionals alike have 
indicated that the quality is often 
surprisingly satisfactory, some 
times even amazing. 

When I recently served as judge 
on the jury of the First Annual 
Minox Photo Contest, I approached 
the job frankly as a skeptic, ex- 
pecting the worst. Well, there 
were some entries that justified 
my worst fears, but there were also 
many that as a group made me 
revise my former opinion of the 
subminiature’s capabilities. I was 
distinctly impressed, particularly 
so when J learned the great range 
of uses to which the Minox is 
daily being subjected, for pleasure 
and business alike.

OF COURSE, the camera is used 
mostly for fun and social shoot- 
ing generally, and for such pur- 
poses as keeping a record of an 
experience, like children growing 
up in foreign lands, as in the case 
of Capt. Virgil O. Hall (USAR), 


one of the winners in the contest, 
which is reproduced here. 

But the Minox shines with par- 
ticular advantage in the praetical 
fields where the record must be 
clear and fairly detailed to be use- 
ful. Ray Jones of Salt Lake City, 
Utah, took the first award in the 
contest’s Business Division for a 
series of secrét shots of illegal 
gambling. 

Mrs. Marjorie Powell of Mentor, 
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Ohio, won second place for a pair 
of insurance claim pictures made 


possible only because the Minox 
was small enough to fit in her 
purse, therefore no trouble to 
carry. Henry Schlesinger of New 
York City took the third award for 
a photograph of a fingerprint on 
a rifle, enlarged to life size. The 
picture was made without acces- 
sories because the camera can be 
worked as close as eight inches 


' from the subject. 


Mr. Schlesinger says he has also 
used the camera with a micro- 
scope: “By placing the Minox over 
the eyepiece of the microscope, I 
have obtained excellent photo- 
micrographs of fired bullets and 
cartridge cases.” 

Other winners used the Minox 
to take pictures of construction 
details as a checklist for use dur- 
ing and after construction had 
been completed; a doctor to snap 
pictures for professional note- 
taking; a television station execu- 
tive for use in a sales presenta- 
tion; a publisher for possible use 
in one of his publications; a 
merchandising scout to take pic- 
tures of unusual windows and 
displays. 

Especially interesting was Dr. 
Milo M. Stucky’s (San Diego, Calif.) 
use of the Minox in dental work, 
where, he says, the camera simpli- 





fies for him the process of making 








photographie records of progres- 
sive treatment and results. 

In a somewhat journalistic vein 
ig John Henley Eversole’s (Phoe- 
nix, Ariz.) coverage of a political 
convention. He didn’t do it. pro- 
fessionally, but the Minox was no 
bother, so he took it along and 
shot away candidly all over the 
convention hall, just for a personal 
record. Result: second prize in the 
contest’s Pleasure Division. 

The Minox loads with 50 ex- 
posures at a time, the film being 
moved frame by frame from one 
daylight cartridge to another so 
that rewinding is unnecessary. 
Film is available with speeds from 
A.S.A. 25 to 200,+plus A.S.A. 32 
color film. 

Of course, for best quality, it is 
advisable to use the slowest film 
that will do the particular job. A 
good average is the A.S.A. 50 film. 

The lens aperture is” fixed at 
f/3.5; only the shutter speed— 
1/5th to 1/1000th, plus time and 
bulb, is changed to suit conditions. 
Because of the short-focus lens— 
only 15mm—extreme depth of 
field is possible. 

For average shooting the camera 
may be set for sharp pictures from 
six feet to infinity. The shutter is 
reset and the film advanced by a 
quick push-pull. A bright-line view- 
ing frame shows the exact limits 
of the field. 





Cameras Lead New Products Parade 


Among the new cameras re- 
cently announced, special mention 
must be made of two 2%x2% re- 
flex units. The plush single-lens 
Swedish reflex Hasselblad (dis- 
tributor: Paillard, Inc., 100 Sixth 
Ave., New York City) is now 
reaching the stores in a Model 
500 C, in which the previous metal 
focal plane shutter has given place 
to a Compur-Rapid M-X shutter 
built into each lens (now equipped 
with pre-selector diaphragm mech- 
anism). A curtain in the position of

Specialists Probing Cause 


~ Of Rucker Copter Crashes 


FORT RUCKER, Ala. — Three 
specialists from Bel) Aircraft at 
Fort Worth, Tex., recently com- 
pleted three weeks research and 
flight testing at the Aviation Cen- 
ter 


Their work centered around the 
H-13 reconnaissance helicopter in 
an effort to find specific reasons 
for several recent mishaps. The 
H-13 is built by Bell, 

During the last three years six 
H-13s have crashed after their main 
rotors contacted the tail booms. 
Oddly enough five of these six ac- 
cidents occurred at the Aviation 
Center, three during the course of 
this year. 

‘Although the Air Force and 
Navy both use H-13 type helicop- 
ters neither of these two branches 
has reported a similar type acci- 
dent. 

= + * 

ACCORDING TO Lt. Col. Ed- 
ward G. Raff, director of the Army 
Aviation Safety Board at the Avia- 
tion Center, research on this sub- 
ject has been in progress over the 
past few years. 

Early in February static tie- 
down tests were carried out at Fort 
Rucker in which an H-13, minus a 
tail rotor, was operated on the 
ground in an effort to induce the 
main rotor to flex into the tail 
boom and thus sever the tail rotor 
section. 

During March and April Bell 
Corporation representatives  car- 
ried out a number of tests in which 
broken tail guards were pulled 
mechanically into the spinning 
rotor blade. This test was designed 
to find out how much validity 
there was to reports that such 
failures. inflight could force the 
whole tail boom enough in an up- 
ward direction to contact the main 
rotor. blade. 

Later this spring static blade 
tests for research into the,flexibil- 
ity and action of blades under vary- 
ing conditions were completed by 
the Air Research Development 
Center at Wright-Patterson Air 
Force Base in Dayton, Ohio. 

At the same time other blade 
tests were being carried out by 
the National Advisory Committee 
for aeronautics, a group under the 
Commerce Department.

ELTON J. SMITH, chief experi- 
mental test pilot for Bell, who is 
at the Aviation studying pilot 
training and maintenance tech- 
niques in addition to test flying 
ever 50 of the Aviation School’s H- 
13 fleet, said, “Thus far we have 
reached no definite conclusions as 
te the causes of these accidents, 

Seyeral theories which were 


discarded after actual tests under 
controlled conditions. 


One such theory was that the 
sprag mounts whieh hold the verti- 
cal engine, rotor mast, and rotor 
blades firmly in place were break- 
ing and allowing the whole engine 
to tip on an angle, cutting the con- 
strols and inducing the blades to 
slice down on the tail boom. 

The H-13 has two sprags, fore 
and aft, which are sturdy metal 
arms attached to the center frame 
of the helicopter on one end ‘and 
the oil sump case (located on the 
bottom of the engine)‘on the other 
end. These sprags aiichor the en- 
gine in a semi-rigid position. 

It was contended that these 
might not be strong enough, and 
when they would “fall off’ or break 
the engine could twist over at an 
angle in spite of the fact that four 
auxiliary sprag cables held the en- 
gines as an emergency anchor. 

To disprove this theory Mr. 
Smith removed the sprags from a 
helicopter last week and flew it 
through several difficult hovering

Originally conceived by the Army 
Si Engineering Laboratories 
at Fort Monmouth, and designed 
and constructed by the Kalart Co: 
of Plainville, Conn., the ground 
camera, when installed atop a hill 
can photograph areas on neighbor- 
ing hills with exceptional clarity 
and detail. . 

The infra-red factor enables the 
camera to operate in fog, overcast 
and inclement weather. It can pick 
out a jeep at six miles, spot a soldier 
at two miles and show detail on a 
man’s face at half mile. At greater 
distances it can provide field com- 
manders with valuable photos of 
enemy installations and troop 
movements.

LINKED to a television camera, 
the giant 100-inch lens can provide 
the Army with a continual view of 
battle action and be used to direct 
artillery fire and missiles on cri- 
tical enemy targets. 


Tests have shown the camera 
able to pick out a license plate at 
a mile, read a billboard at five 
miles and photograph a butterfly a 
quarter of a mile away. 

The model uses a beam bending 
system that bounces light in a “z” 
line between two internal mirrors, 
eliminating the long telescopic tube 
of other long range cameras. 
Equipped with a 40-pound lens, the 
total weight of the camera is about 
150 pounds. 

The camera takes a 5 x 7 nega- 
tive, either standard cut film hold- 
ers or 30-exposure roll film and 
polaroid material.

Credit Unions Answer Soldiers 
Need for Low-Cost Loan Age 


MADISON, Wis.—The “tight credit situation” sliiching bankérs’ and 


day is nothing new for the soldier, He has always had diffi 


a credit rating anywhere. 

Yet he needs low-cost credit for 
the same reasons as civilians do 
—te pay for medical bills and 
other family emergencies, to buy. 
a car or a home—and for some 
unique reasons civilians don’t have 
—such as a loan to tide him over 
after being transferred from one 
base to another. 

The military man’s answer to his 
particular tight credit situation is 
to form his own credit organiza- 
tion, or more specifically, his own 
credit union. The credit union con- 
sists of people with a common 
bend—such as fellow soldiers and 
civilians at his base — who pool 
their savings and lend to each oth- 
er at low cost.

Take the case of Sgt. Stanley S. 
Schwartz who was_ transferred 
from Germany to Redstone Arsen- 
al, Huntsville, Ala. Shortly after 
he and his wife arrived, a son was 
born prematurely and weighed 
only 2 lbs. 7 oz. The baby re- 
mained in the hospital three 
months and when taken home 
weighed five Ibs. Sgt. Schwartz 
needed extra money to pay for the 
additional hospital and _ doctors’ 
bills. 

He was advised of the Redstone 
Federal Credit Union and became 
a member immediately. He was 
then granted a loan at low cost 
which he paid back with Class E 


allotments. Sgt. Schwartz and his 
family are back on their feet now 
and firm friends of the credit 
union. 

At the MMSA Federal Credit 


Union, Brooklyn, N. Y., Treasurer 
Norman B. Lehrman points out 
some of the unique advantages 
military men have in their credit 
unions. He Says that in New York 
and most other states, a loan gen- 
erally is not granted for the pur- 
pose of an auto if that auto will 
be taken out of the state. So it 
is difficult for the military man, 
who is likely to be transferred, to 
get a low cost loan for an auto. 
The MMSA Federal Credit Union 
does lend to its military members 
for autos, and its experience has 
been excellent.

LEHRMAN also points out that 
it is hard for strangers in town 
to get checks cashed:in New York 
banks, and there is a charge. The 
credit union cashes checks free for 
its members, without red tape. 

Maj. J. F. Parker, a member of 
the credit union, adds, “Our men 
are eligible for the credit union as 
soon as they’re assigned here. 
They don’t have to wait until 
they’ve established a credit rat- 
ing.” 

The credit union serves military 
and civilian personnel .of the 
Army-Navy medical procurement 
office, Department of the Army. 

Military personnel learned about 
credit unions from civilians em- 
ployed at their bases. They found 
that credit unions operated on the 
philosophy that people with a com-

FLOYD L. GILMAN, treasurer 
of USARAL Federal Credit Union, 
U.S. Army base, Anchorage, Alas- 
ka, reports that when the credit 
union opened its membership _to 
military personnel last year “we 
had a rush of activity.” In a little 
over two months 150 new mem- 
bers had been received with over 
100 of them military. “Our credit 
union has refinanced many loans 
for military members,” he says, 
and “they are very appreciative 
when they learn the difference in 
cost.” 

Today, there are 354 credit 
unions serving military personnel 
stationed all over the world. For 
Army personnel, there are 135 
credit. unions; Air Force, 157; 
Navy, 96; Marines, 13, and Coast 
Guard, 8, according to the Credit 


Union National Association 
(CUNA), a nonprofit association 
serving 22,400 credit unions in 
North America with 10 million 
members. 

The number of credit unions for 
the military is growing, largely 


through the personai efforts of 
men who are transferred from one 
base to another. Not finding a 
credit union at their new base, 
they have enlisted the support of 
military personnel and civilians 
there to form one. 

In other cases, the commanding 
officer has requested that a credit 
union be formed. At the Army’s 
Memphis (Tenn.) General Depot, 
Col. Ottmar F, Kotick became in- 
terested in the credit union move- 
ment, and tgok the initiative in 
forming the MGD Federal. Credit 
Union last year. In nine months, 
more than 900 military and civil- 
ian personnel became members in- 


vesting more than $60,000 in 
shares. and lending more than 
$100,000.

ANY TREASURER of an Army 
credit union can relate countless 
stories of the credit union fulfill- 
ing ‘human needs and desires. “A 
loan for $¥72 for a man to be 
with his family at Christmas .. .

He got the loan next day and 
bought the home. “I paid the loan 
aff sooner than. agreed, but was 
charged only for the actual num- 
ber of days I had the money. 
There: were no extra charges the 
interest rate was low and 1 re 
ceived’ insurance without -charge. 
I certainly hope there will be a 
credit union at my next station.”

you come away with after a review of women’s activities at Fort Dix, N. J. Dix 


ably typical of large Army posts. 

At this sprawling Infantry train- 
ing center, the ladies, working both 
as members of clubs and in smaller 
groups, set the moral, spiritual and 
welfare tone of the post. They are 
the arbiters of social life. They 
are the guardians of the home; the 
refuge of the lonely; the greeter of 
the novice; the helpers of the 
troubled; the seekers of housing; 
the pursuers of bargains; the voices 
of safety and the wavers of fond 
farewells. 

“The wives’ club is only one 
phase of women’s activities on the 
post,” said Mrs. Lawrence M. Wil- 
son, president of the Officers’ 
Wives Club and wife of Col. Wil- 
son, G-3. “Many ladies on the post 
devote their time to special wel- 
fare projects other than those con- 
ducted by the clubs.” 

This was emphasized also by 
Mrs. John A. Ziemba, president of 
the Ladies Auxiliary, the name 
used by the NCO Wives Club. 

“The primary work of the’ clubs,” 
said Mrs. Wilson, “is to engender a 
feeling of belonging among the 
women. It is sometimes a_ be- 
wildering experience for a wife to 


move to a new post. The club 
helps make her feel at home; helps 
her get oriented and gives her a 


new group of friends who under- 
stand her problems.” 
* ” +” 


THE CLUB committee calls on 
all new arrivals; leaves a brochure 
explaining what facilities the post 
offers in the way of schools, enter- 
tainment and recreation, and in- 
vites the gal to join the club. The 
club loans household items to the 
new arrival until her own ship- 
ments catch up with her. 

All wives do not join the club, 
according to Mrs. John A. Heintges, 


wife of Gen, Heintges, deputy post 
commander 

“Some find it difficult because 
they have small children,” Mrs. 
Heintges said. “With others it is 


a matter of transportation. We} 
have some 2000 families, both offi- 
cer and non-coms, living off the 
post. But the majority of these 
women do contribute time and 


work to welfare projects and other 
comunity activity.” 

The clubs see their job as social 
and welfare. They are self-sustain- 
ing and receive no financial sup- 
port from the post. 

Among the activities of the Of- 


ficers’ Wives Club‘ are fashion 
shows conducted by local mer- 
chants; tours; classes in the arts; 


dancing lessons for post children

twice weekly; an antique furniture 
refinishing group, dances, and an 
old-fashioned weekly sewing bee. 

Once a month the ladies take 
over hostessing duties at a USO 
in Trenton. They also assist with 
health examinations of all school 
children on the post. 

What are some of the other ac- 
tivities in which the women par- 
ticipate at Fort Dix? 

They include managing the past 
thrift shop; working in Red Cross 
Gray Lady units at the hosiptal; 
scouting; church groups; nursery; 
Sunday School; Bible School; P-TA, 
and others. 

* ° . 

HOW TYPICAL Fort Dix is may 
be seen in comparing its women’s 
clubs with those at 150 other clubs 
surveyed a year ago by the Army 
Times. This survey showed that 
119 clubs out of the 150 give a spe- 
cial welcome to new arrivals; 93 of 
them have interesting guest speak- 
ers at luncheons;.and almost all of 
them have special welfare projects 
or special charity drives. Ninety- 
nine of the 150 go in for fund rais- 
ing activities. 

In that matter Dix is different. 
The wives clubs do not engage in 
major fund raising drives. As in- 
dividuals they support such drives 
but the post does not call on them 
to conduct fund raising campaigns. 

Nor do they go in for the un- 
usual activities of some wives 
clubs. For example, one club an- 
swering the Times survey adopted 
a Greek orphan under the Foster 
Parents Plan and supports a small 
boy in the Far East through month- 
ly contributions; another sponsors 
an orphanage in Seoul, Korea; an- 
other pitched in with time and 
money and repainted sections of 
the base hospital.

WHAT IMPACT do the women’s 
clubs have on such post activities 
as the commissary and the post 
exchange? 

Maj. Bill T. Jones, post commis- 
sary officer, and his assistant, Capt. 
Joe Howard, both said the clubs do 
not make an recommendations as 
a_ group. 

“As individual customers, of 
course, the ladies are quick to tell 
us about new items they would 
like to see on the shelves,” Maj. 
Jones said. “We also-have a sys- 
tem in the store by which they can 
jot down comments or gomplaints.” 

The new post exchange officer, 
WAC Maj. Delia Robinson, echoed 
similar sentiments.

Does a wife’s club activities 
influence her, husband’s career? 
Lt. Col. A. A. Gagne, post PIO 

and veteran of 17 years Army serv- 
ice (and a bachelor) stated.that it 
would have no direct influence 
whatever. 

“An officer is rated on the per- 
formance of his military duty,” Col. 
Gagne said. “His wife’s interest or 
lack of interest in club affairs 
would have no bearing.” 

Mrs. Earl C. Bergquist, wife of 
Maj. Gen. Bergquist, commanding 
general, pointed out that a wife 
might be very active in an activity 
other than the club. Thus the 
question was really whether a 
wife’s social adaptability and will- 
ingness to take on special welfare 
work meant anything in her hus- 
band’s chances of advancement. 

“In a subtle and informal way 
I believe it has some influence,” 
she said. “If a wife is busy and 
active in the military community,

They spend all their spare time 
at a so-called delicatessen shop 
near the post. This place caters to 
soldiers and sellg beer, hot -sand- 
wiches, etc., and on a number of 
occasions friends have told me 
they’ve seen Jane and Sarah sit- 
ting in booths with men from the 
post, drinking beer. 

When the girls go to movies to- 
gether they go to the early show, 
which begins around seven, but 
they don’t come home until mid- 
night. My guess is that they meet 
soldiers (or boys) and spend time 
drinking beer or riding in cars 
with them. I’ve asked Jane about 
this but she denies it. 

I’ve talked this over with 
Sarah’s mother and we agree 
that something is wrong. The 
girls never bring friends home 
to meet us although we have 
suggested many times that they 
should. We have suggested to 
Jane that she give a party and 
invite some of the students in 
her class at school and others 
from the post. She tells me she 
doesn’t know them well enough, 
or isn’t interested in them.

Last week Jane asked to spend 





the night at Sarah’s home because 
Sarah’s parents were to be away 


over night. We gave her permis 
sion to do so. During the evening 
I phoned to ask if the girls were 
all right and a man’s voice an- 
swered the phone. I could hear 
music and loud laughter in the 
background.. Jane came to the 
phone and I asked her who the 
man was who had answered the 
phone and she said it was a friend 
of Sarah’s parents who had drop- 
ped in to return something. 

I didn’t believe it, but I didn’t 
go into detail because I am afraid 
of antagonizing Jane and losing 
her altogether. I’m hoping this is 
a phase and that she will grow 
out of it.

Now I am wondering if such sit- 
uations are natural around Army 
posts and if other parents of teen- 
aged girls have to deal with them.

Case for the Company Team 


~ FORT MEADE, Md. — I have always looked 
upon All-Army tournmeys as a gravy train for a 
favored few. I have taken part in company-level 
basketball for seven seasons at four posts, however, 
so let me take this opportunity to sound off against 
All-Army tourneys. While my views deal only with 
basketball, I féeel-they apply equally to other sports. 

In basketball, particularly, one can see the evils 
of “big time” .sperts. Players. on the company- 
level teams get no time for practice since the post 
team uses the gym during the day. 

The post team lays out their season schedule and 
. what times and dates are left go to the company 
basketball teams. Revisions of the post team’s sched- 
ule means hasty revision of the downtrodden com- 
pany team’s schedule. Of course, the company teams 


wind up Monday through Wednesday nights; hardly | 


the cream of basketball dates. In spacious gyms, 
nine, even twelve games a night are scheduled with 
three games in progress at once. The last game often 
begins at late as 11 p.m. 

A deep-rooted love of the game is an absolute 
requisite for the bewildered warrior of the company- 
level team. The obstacles in the path of the com- 
pany team afe almost insurmountable. For one thing, 
company teams must battle hurry-up tactics devised 
by Special Services officers to speed up the already 
cramped schedule. Six minute quarters, games that 
start at 5:30 (the normal chow hour) and two or 
three minute half-time intermissions are typical. 

i. Bat no obstacle is too great for the true basket- 
ball duff. Even the lack of uniforms (company 
funds are often inadequate), laughable officiating 
and ‘three showers for 20 men (the main locker room 
is exclusive property of the post team) cannot 
.stay these warriors from their quest of the ultimate 
goal, the post championship. For the post champion 
receives the coveted, 10-inch, guaranteed-not-to-turn, 
brass trophy. And on richer posts, sometimes there 
are monogrammed T-shirts for the members of the 
winning team. But the biggest thrill of all is the 
championship game itself. For on this-one night of 
‘their woefully short basketball season, at least two 
teams get the opportunity to play basketball as it 
should be played. The huge cavern of a sym fills 
them with awe and having only two teams in the 
gym seems strangely ouf of place. But here they 
are with real bleachers for their fans, real officials 
(with stripefi shirts and whistles) and the most 
beard. of all honors, the use of the electric score- 

ra. 

The members of the past championship company- 
level team find it hard to understand why the boys 
eon the winless pest team receive plush 20 dollar 
award jackets, trips all over the country and 
permanent TDY away from their jobs. For them, 





THE CASE FOR ALL-ARMY (No. 2) 


Coach s Plan 
> Kills iets. 


By TOM SCANLAN 


O* THE RIGHT are the reasons given by 
officials for the cancellation of the All- 
Army sports program. On the left are the 
first letters from readers on the matter, although per- 
haps these letters generally complain more about 
major post teams and preferential treatment for 
athletes (who are not the enly soldiers who can be 
so charged, by the way) than with the All-Army 
sports program itself. In this space, there is another 
point of view. 

Because the Army is apparently very interested 
in doing well in the Inter-Service tournaments and 





‘since spokesmen for the Army’s new sports policy 


are convinced the new method of hand-picking com- 
petitors will give the Army a stronger team, I want 
to see Eddie LaFond, who has been closely connected 
with Army sports for over a decade, for his reaction 
to the new plan. 

LaFond is a highly respected boxing coach and 
official, Athletic Director of Catholic University, 
chairman of the NCAA Boxing Rules Commission, 
referee at most All-Army boxing tournaments since 
1948, and a man who has conducted dozens of Army 
boxing clinics throughout the world since 1944 (for 
travel expenses only). 

Eddie’s reply te a question concerning how he 
believed the new Army sports scheme would work 
in reference to the Inter-Service boxing tourna- 
ment was characteristically to the point: “If the 
Army isn’t going to have the All-Army, and the in- 
centive te reach the top it represents, I would say 
this: The Army has best drep out of Inter-Service 
because it’s going te lose.” 

LaFond believes that the Army simply won’t have 
the best men competing, at least after a year or so. 
“Keen competition” and “a chance to reach the top” 
must be present, he maintains, if the Army hopes to 
put together a decent boxing team. 

Boxers get in razor sharp condition only through 
steady competition, he points out, The veteran box- 
ing coach says you simply can’t gather a group of 
boxers together, no matter what their past records, 
and by training alone hope to win the Inter-Service. 

And without the opportunity of winning a trip 
back to the States, by fighting up the ladder through 
a series of eliminations, too many of the Army’s bet- 
ter boxers won’t be boxing at all, LaFond figures. 

LaFond also believes the Army’s present plan 
will seriously hurt the chances of the U.S. in ihe 
Olympics. “The AAU banks on Army boxers,” he 
says. 

LaFond also disagrees with the Army’s new po- 
sition on the value of so-called “big time” Army 
sports. In Europe and the Far East he found Army 
sports a tremendous attraction. 

“You should have seen some of those crowds, 
some of that enthusiasm,” he says, asking, “and 
where would some of those soldiers be if they 
weren’t watching a’ good Army football game or 

y boxing match?” 

I would tink; too, that the Army’s present hope 
that leading sports stars will serve as leaders and key 
men _on lower-level teams might not pan out as ex- 
pected. An outstanding player can ruin a team and 

a league if.hé’s too good for the competition. He 
looks foolish, knows it, and soon drops out. 

There should be room for all levels of sports 
competition im the Army. As LaFond said con- 
cerning the banning of All-Army: “If there are 
abuses, and-there have probably been some, cor- 
rect them, but don’t throw the whele program out!” 










eaguers, basketball is a game, not a 
my job, yet they EARNED their small 
ir pride in their team and unit is cer- 


tainly justified, but most important, all was ac- 


complished on their own time. They worked eight 
hours a day at their regular jobs, practiced and 
played on their own time and offered up frequent 
prayers that the star forward wouldn’t catch guard 
duty on the next game night.

WASHINGTON.—Here are the reasons for the recent 
cancellation of the All-Army sports tournaments as told to 
Army Times by officials in the office of the Deputy Chief 





of Staff for Personnel: 

® The All-Army championships 
were. detracting from smaller unit 
competition, aecording to IG re- 
ports and top noncoms who took 
part in the NCO symposium held at 
Fort Belvoir, Va., in 1956. One of 
the major complaints of the non- 
coms, who were called together 
from the six Stateside commands to 
offer suggestions for the Cordiner 
committee, was that there was no 
room for the “average athlete” in 
the Army sports program. 

@ The All-Army championships 
forced top athletes to be away from 
regular duty for a longer period 
of time than was desirable. 

@ Money. 

@ Without All-Army §tourna- 
ments, it is believed that there will 
be a better chance for a greater 
number to take part in sports. The 
All-Army program encourages 
“spectatoritis” and the Army wants 
sports participants, not sports spec- 
tators. Maximum participation is 
sought. 

® Sports programs in the com- 
mands frequently had to be short- 
ened because of the All-Army 
tournaments. A sports season over- 
seas was often cut short in order 
to have a championship team | 
chosen in time for the All-Army | 
event in the States.

IN REFERENCE to the Army’s 
new method of selecting individuals 
to represent the Army in Inter- 
Service tournaments (there will be 
three of these next year, in boxing, 
golf, tennis), officials in the ODCS 
for Personnel strongly believe that 
the Army teams for these events 
will be better than ever before. 

This is based on the idea that 
training will be better than ever 
before.

will not hinder the establishment 
of post teams or command com- 
petitions.

They want as many soldiers as 
possible to take part in sports, not 
large groups watching a group of 
stars perform. 

They believe that field command- 
ers will happily support the new 
sports policy as will the vast ma- 
jority of enlisted men.—SCANLAN.
